The President, like many another camp- 
er, has spent’ most of the day sitting 
quietly under the trees or sleeping. | 


miles to the. north of. the’ State road 
running between Hancock and Hagers- 
town and about six miles east of Han- 
cock, mear a tiny settlement called 
Pecktonville. It is one of those séclud- 
ed and lovely spots that abound in tkis 
country, but never are known to the 
motorist hurtling ,over the. macadam 
from towm to town.

Tribesmen; Drive Them From 
Recently Captured Positions 
in. Melilla District. 


GENERAL. IN COMMAND DEAD 

Casualties in Retreat Heavy— 

Crisis Brings King to Madrid— 
Rebel Attacks Go On. 


MADRID, July 23: (Associated Press). 
—Spanish: forces» which: suffered a ré=1 
verse at the hands of rebellious tribes- 
men inthe Melilla zone of. Morocco ‘have 
recelyed ‘reinforcements; and repulsed 
subsequent attacks against them, ac- 
cording to news received here this even- 
ing from Morocco. ; 

The newspapers say the fighting ‘con- 
tinued yesterday, the enemy having re- 
ceived reihforcements, and that the 
Spanish troops, both peninsular and 
native, offered stubborn resistance. 
Rumors are. current. here that General 
Silvestre, commander of the» Spanish 


finding himself cut off and surrewndéd. 
at. the head, of. a. amall detachment. #s0me 
distance from thé main Spanish position. 
His body has beén found on the’battle 
field. 

After the- Cabinet meeting today the 
following communiqué, was issued: 

“ Rebelligus Moors. reattacked’ our po- 
sitions at Anual with great violence. 
| Their numbers were so. great and they. 
| _were so well armed that we were obliged 
to evacuate. the position ard several 
others we recently captured. We with- 
drew to Darsdrius. The retreat was 
most. disastrous. We had many casual- 
ties and two Spanish Colonels were 
killed. There is no news from Melilla of 
Gerieral Silvestre, giving rise to the fear 
that he was killed, 3. 

‘*Two thousand troops have been ur- 
gently dispatched from Ceuta to Melilla. 
Reinforcements will be sent from other 
parts of the country to replace troops 
sent from Melilla and Ceuta.’’ 

General Silvestre,. commander of the 
Spanist: forces at Melilla, took command 
at Anual when the uprising occurred 
and fought until his munitions were 
-exhausted, according. to the Ministry of 
War.. Then, facing crushing ‘odds, he 
ordered the retreat of the Spaniards, 
but remained with his staff, who re- 
fused to leave him. The Ministry of 
War does not know what followed, but 


says tke bodies of General Silvestre, 
two” Colonels and two staff officers 
were tound among the dead. 

‘King Alfonso,, who. was called to the 
capital from San Sebastian because of 
the Moroccan situation, visited the War 
Minister immediately, after his: arrival 
and then presided at the Cabinet meet- 
ing... er this meeting. the Ministers 
told’. interviewers that. there was no 
fresh news from: Morocco. ° 

It appears, however, that the Moorish 
tribesmen, who were in great force, 
took“ from jhe Spaniards at the onset a 
position which the Spanish troops. had 
‘previously captured and which the 
Spanish command mistakenly considered 
@ small’ garrison was sufficient to re- 
tain.

SEIZE $50,000 LJQUOR 
AND SMUGGLER CRAFT 


New Haven Dry-Agents Believe 
Schooner Is One of. Fleet of 
“Mystery Ships.”

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 23.—By the 
seizure here today of a schooner laden 
with 300 cases of liquor from the Ba- 
hama Islands prohibition ‘enforcement 
agents believe that they have at last 
established contact with a gang.of smug- 
glers who. have been using a fleet of 
steamships and schooners in their efforts 
to import cernyasend liquor. by the 
wholesale. 
Bs was the largest single peizure of 
uggied liquor.in the memory: of the 
prohibition agents in this district, and 
e arrest of eighteen persons;-including | * 
prominent residents of this city, 
was. said to be the biggest singlé tatch 
since the dry laws went into effect.

Ernesto Melchiorre, brother of the vic- 
tim, was found déad at Coney Island 
six weeks ago with his head almbst 
severed from his body.- Detectives dre 
working on the theory that the broth- 
ers were slain by members of thée-sarie 


| gang. 


Detectives said that since trouble 
began among the bootleggers twelve 
men had been murdered here. They 
“‘rough- 
neck’’ element of the gan, who swore 
to. avenge themselves on leaders who 
cheated them out of. their whisky heart 
missions. 

Last Winter the police dioushe: the 
feud had-been settled, but on a Sunday 
hight in the early Spring guninen ‘shot 
and ‘killed one man :and -wounded. sev- 
eral others at Pdrk Row and Pearl 
Street. One wounded man said he did 
not know ‘the cause of thé shooting, but

‘Two Shot in Atitomobile. 


On the night of July 15 last Frankie 
Yale, his brother, Angelo, and four other 
men were riding in .the innkeeper’s li- 
mousine. on. Cropsey Avenue, Bath) 
Beach, when at Bay Twenty-second 
Stréet four men rodé up behind them in 
another car and -began shooting. at 
them. Angelo Yale and Robert Law- 
rence, a private detective, who was said 
to° be acting as bodyguard for the inn- 
keeper, were shot. 

‘Bicycle Policeman Long of the Bath 
Beach Station was standing at’ a police 
booth a block away when the shooting 
began. He went in pursuit of the gun- 
men on his bicycle, but they eluded him. 
The policeman fired haif a dozen shots 
at the fleeing gunmen. Later the po- 
liceman found that the gunmen ’ had 
fired thirteen bullets through the body 
Of Yale’s car. Yale said he. did~ not 
know the motive for the shooting. 

In yesterday’s murder a confederate 
engaged the restaurarftteur in a heated 
cofiversation to divert his attention from | 
the assassin, who fired five shots into. 
his victim’s body. Both men then 
escaped before the arrival of the police. 

Although the shooting took place when 
both Elizabeth and Kenmare = Streets 
were crowded with men and worien who 
had quit work in nearby factories for 
the . half holiday, detectives were able 
ta: obatin only meagre descriptions of 
the slayers. 

From stories told’by ‘several children 
at play within five feet of Melchiorre 

én he was slain, it was evident that 
the murder had beén carefully planned 
and that the slayers had waited around 
the Elizabeth Street -side of the restau- 
rant until their victim could be lured 
into the street. i

“When Mr. Liov GEORGE branded the 
Labor Party in England as revolution- 
ary, he made qualification: as. regards 
some of its leaders.. He admitted that 
men like Mr. THOMAS, Mr. HENDERSON 
and Mr. CLYNES were not’ themselves 
extremists and had done useful public. 
work. But he insisted that it was not 
their ideas that-would be dominant, and 
that they would not,be the men to govern 
if the Labor Party came into power. 
“In this new-army,” declared the Prime 
Minister, “it is the corporals who lead.” 
Always behind the ostensible leaders of 
labor movements there are scheming in- 
dividuals and powerful cliques who pass 
the word up to the nominal commander: 
‘This is what you have got to do. or 
“ somebody: else, will: be put in your 

“ place.” 

This account of the state of affairs in 
the labor camp is worth recalling be- 
causé it hasjbeen strikingly confirmed 
by the leader of the British coal minets 
in the recent strike, Mr. FRANK Hopes.

Attention has. already been~ called in 
these /columns: to thé fact that it’s 
poor play that doesn’t have ‘a handful 
of premiéres in Germany these days— 
there are the “world -premiére, the: Ger-~ 
man premiére, the’ Berlin prermiére, 
which canbe multiplied by the number 
of cities in Germany that have theatres, 
the South German premiére, the Rhine: 
land Westphalian premiére, &c. Now 
apparently ‘‘ premié@re at this and that 
theatre ’’ is to be added to the list and 
the. only “further refinement possible 
will be *‘ for the first time ‘on any stage” 
at the corner of. Friedrichs and 
Leipzigerstrasse.”’ In view of the num- 
ber of corners in Germany the possi- | 
bilities aré ‘endless and. will undoubtedly: 
appeal to country’s “managers, 
eagerly seeking ‘something new in ‘the 
way of publicity. 

A visiting American small-town news- 
paper critic, “who attended the: opening 
of Hauptmann’s play, remarked wearily 
as he left the theatre that “he was @ 
good guy while he had it.”

mM OR several years I have noticed

A parking space was found near the 
fence, in front of a horse-drawn wagon 
bearing a brewery sign. Pilgrims were 
everywhere; up and down the many 
fields motors and Wagons were parked; 
in the valley, on the rusted rails of a 
spur railroad, were scores of ancient 


rious motor routes were indicated, that@eoaches that had brought thousands of 


pilgrims; by every imaginable means, 
on foot and by horseback, as, wellh.as by 
rail, they had come in great numbers. 
I tried to estimate the crowd, checking 
up the estimate by inquiries. One priest 
assured me there were more than 30,000 
people present; which was my estimate, 
and they were folks‘ of all. sorts—poly- 
glot, polychrome, formal in store clothes 
for Sunday, and informal, properly, in 
an effort to keep cool. \ - 

Naturally, one tries to generalize and 
classify people in masses, Having seen 
many fortns of aggrégate humanity, I 
wanted to get the counterpart of this. 
What did it resemble? It was unlike the 
political or pleasure-seeking mobs which 
I had often seen; it was unlike other 
religious meetings. The resemblance to 
the farmers’ picnics in rural Pennsy}- 
vania was proposed and rejected. ‘Then 
I recalled a series of old pictures, col- 
ored lithographs, illustrating the Meth- 
odist camp meétings in 1815, when Amer- 
ica was young and the South Central 
States were developing rapidly. That 
series of lithographs stayed in my mind 
all through the day as I watched this 
pilgrim mass. And this particular im- 
pression was strengthened by the vari- 
ous conversations which I held with all 
sorts of people, as I inspected the 
crudely printed and written notices, as JI 
participated in the various activities. 
+The “layout” at Auriesville is not pre- 
possessing. At one end of the’ grounds 
there is an open-air church, the altar at 
the. remotest part—a bizarre altar, shab- 
by, crude, being the focal point of inter- 
est, On the east side of the road ‘were 
the stations of the Cross, widely sépa- 
rated—about a mile between the first 
and the last—most of them unkempt 
structures containing pictures and statu- 
aty coarsely executed; a portrait—of 
Father Jogues was in one of them. 

My particular interest was the after- 
noon service which was to be held in a 
natural amphitheatre about a mile away 
from the open-air church. Following 
the stations of the Cross to the end, we 
came to a picturesque place fashioned 
by nature more beautifally than it was 
adorned by man. I found thousands of 
people gathered waiting for the ap. 
pointed hour of worship. 

The interval of waiting was employed 
in looking over’the favored place and 
the expectant people. Here was a nat- 
ural amphitheatre hollowed bétween 
hille with a shale-sided stream flowing 
at one side. Above the stream, on the 
side of the westward hill, an improvised 
}pulpit had been erected, and towering 
habove jthe pulpit was the last and most 
attractive of the -stations, °. 

Within ah hour one heard sounds of 
vocal music, then observed a procession 
headed by orucifers winding down the 
hill into tae amphitheatre; a fine look- 
“ave priest—from Washington, D. C., I 

informed—mounted the clumsy 
aaele: Singers from church choirs of 

Albany and Troy formed at .its ‘base. 

Joined 
in a hymn which’ sounded like a Yaria-

ICE CREAM SODA PUZZLE. 





Search to Find Why Price Ranges From Ten 
| to Forty Cents a Glass. 


T is the a(baleaier pelling his ice 
cream. at. $1.30. a gallon, no less 
than the smal]:boy up in the Bronx, 
who is mystified by the high price 
of soda now prevailing’ in most of 

the confectionery; emporiums in New 
York City, or at least he -is unable to 
tell the searcher ‘after facts ‘why ice- 
cream soda’ is selling on: upper Fifth 
Avenue for 40 cents a glass: and on the 
lower east side for 10 cents a glass. 

Qne wholesaler said the other day, 
‘“Using a No. 16 scoop a gallon of ice 
cream will make sixty ice-cream sodas. 
The price of the best fruit juice is $1 and 
upward. a gallon, depending.‘ upon‘ the 
sweetness and heaviness of. the juice. 
This. would) make the cost of sixty 
glasses in the neighborhood of $3. . Re= 
tailing. these at 10 cents a glass arourd 
mean ‘a 50 per cent. profit.’’ 

‘‘ But,” sputtered an irate Fotaller; 
“ how do you expect us to sell ice-cream 
soda for. 10 cents'a glass when until 
recently soda-water dispensers have been 
demanding and getting $1 an hour? ” 

Labor cost, which is such a big, factor 
in the manufacture of candy and ice> 
cream products, shoots the price of 
drinks and sweets to a figure which it 
is hard for the layman to understand—

gallon to sixty portions. But-there. is 
no gainsaying the fact, which is sub- 
stantiated by Board of Health reports, 
that ‘the higher bacterial count in the 
cheap ice creams is a distinct menace to 
health. While the normal count is 35,- 
000: per hundred, a recent investigation 
and inspection of ice cream in one of 
Pthe suburbs showed a bacterial count 
of. 1,250,000 a hundred. 


Through tests, the use of cottonseed 
oil, cocoanut oil and milk powder in the 
manufacture of ice cream is readily de- 
tected, and the dealer who looks to 
profit through these substitutes. is 
doomed to disappointment. Comment- 
ing upon the difficulty of discovering 
through taste peculiar flavorings or 
foreign matter in ice cream, the. con-

While the price ‘of ice-cream soda has 
not dropped below 15 cents except in 
a’ few isolated spots on the outskirts of 
town, the price of candy has within the 
last. sfx. months dropped 20 cents a 
pound for certain, makes. A meeting of 
wholesale candy manufacturers was 
held last Tuesday to consider this mat- 
ter, and while the result of the meeting 
has not been disclosed, one of the mem- 
bers of the association said that he 
would not be surprised to see a further 
reduction in prices. this Fall.

The lines which our efforts should fol- 
low can*be tabulated under Half a dozen

** First—We must invest money. 


*“Second—We can perfect the. tech- 
mique of our shipping management. 


“* Third—We can apply an understand- 
fag of the psychology of foreign peoples. 

“Fourth—We' must establish credit 
instruménitalities in other countries.

Our position: is- 
less favorable as we approach the ports 
that are nearer to England, as France 
and Scandinavia. There is where. the 
British technique in the Management rn 
shipping shows up ‘to advantage—she is 
able to get & return: cargo, Where our 
‘ships. must return in ballast, making her 
cost of transportation about bait of 
ours. 

“We should profit, by wnat England 
has learned from her 400 years’ experi- 
encé—this is’that’ cOmmerce depends on 
exporting goods and#receiving goods in 
exchange. It is a give-and-take situa- 
tion which should be run on a basis of 
established and practical relations of 





credit and exchange.’ 





RICH COLONIAL FRANCE’ 





By DR. G. DE LA JARRIE. 

(HE overseas possessions of France 
will be. one of the most impor- 
tant factors in the economi¢ life 
of the French Nation. Rich both 
in. their sofl and subsoil, they 

offer to new enterprises unlimited fields 
of activity. A 

In colonial importance, France is the 
second nation in the world. In the last 
fifty years France has changed con- 
sidérably .her old colonial policy of in- 
difference to one of efficiency. She un- 
déerstands that new markets must be 
constantly opened; that new fields for 
competitive enterprise must be procured 
‘or her engineers, manufacturers and 
merchants. 

The Anglo-French expedition of China 
in 1860, the purely French ones of 
Cochin-China, Annam, Tunis and Mada- 
gascar, and the recent one of Morocco, 
did not have annexation or protection 
for their sole object. Even more, they 
were decided upon for the purpose of de- 
livering those countries from 4a state of 
anarchy, and to bring: them. prosperity 
by \creating new fields of activity and 
new markets. , 

It has beerl said, anda. in spite of 
facts it continues, to be said, through 
mental laziness, that France is not a 
colonizing country. It is time to shat- 
ter that legend, for France has achieved 
great things in her colonfal dominions, 
It is true that the French are deepiy 
attached to their native land, to their 
ancestors’ domain; but it ts also true 
that they possets the spirit: of adven- 
ture, which attracts many of them to 
colonization in distant lands. 

France has colonies in all parts of 
the world. Islands, archipélagoes, even 
parts of continents, are under’ her di- 
rect government or her protectorate. 

In 1871 her colonial domain embraced 
only. 1,000,000 square killometers, with 
five million inhabitants; today the area 
of her colonies and protectorates is 
11,848,704 square kilometers, with a pop- 
ulation of 68 millions. France doals 
gontly. with her colonics; she is liberal 
and humanitarian toward the races. sub- 
ject to her, and gradually raises them 
to equality, thus earning their loyalty. 
This loyalty, was demonstrated all 





through the war; 918,000,men, of which 
pee ee cere eden an acannon eg ce er teranasneeen eae 
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680,000 were first-line soldiers, came 
from the colonies. Africans, Asiatics, 
Malgaches, men from the South Sea 
Islands and the West Indies, rushed to 
the defense of France. Some’ colonies 
also contributed largely to the French 
war loans. 

From an economic point. of. view, the 
French colonies are big markets, of 
which the. commerciaf movement has 
been progressing regularly, though it 1s 
still-in its infancy, and therefore capa- 
ble of considerable growth. 

The psychological reason for the igno- 
rance and indifference of the general 
public—especially in America—about the 
Colonial Empire of France fs the fixed 
ide& that there is but one country pos; 
sessing important colonies and knowing 
how to colonize, namely, Great Britain. 
France. does not talk nor write enough 
about her wonderful possessions, which 
is @ great mistake. A change of tactics 
is necessary. Correct, general ard spe- 
cific information: concerning the Frénch 
colonies, their possibifities and ‘activi- 
ties, will break down the wall of igno- 
rance and indifference. 

There are great things té bé édiitevea 
in the French colonies and protecto- 
rates. Powerful méans have tobe used 
to obtain important results. Action has 
to be methodical and _ persevering. 
Frando-American co-operation might 
bring splendid results. 

Economic expansion is necessaty and 
urgent. and the United Statés cannot 
afford to stay out. The field of activity 
in the French colonial domain is un- 
limited.

* The war not only eclipsed. the open- 
ing .of\ thé canal as an international 
spectacle, but.it had far-reaching effects 
on canal traffic. . German shipping, 
after. that of -Great, Britain :the, most 
important factor. in maritime trade, 
airappeared from the ‘seas, British ship- 
ping was commandeered for -the: trans- 
portation of troops and supplies and 
‘for auxiliary’ naval service, and neutral 
shipping was, gradually diverted by ad-

Dur- 
ing 1917, the first full calendar year of 
operation, the: tonnage was only 6,362,- 
387, and the 10,000,000 ton mark was:‘not 
reached until_1920. The commercial ton- 
nage in that year was $10,378,265.. Ac- 
corditg: to Professor Johnson's esti- 
mates, which assumed conditions of 
peace and normal commercial develop- 
ment, the tonnage for 1920 should have 
been 13,344,000.. The difference, ‘approx- 
imately 3 ,000,000 tons, between th $ and 
the actual figures may be regarded as an 
index of the retarding effect of the war. 

‘* In spite of this retardation, of losses 
resulting from the interruption: of ,traf- 
fic by slides for a period of seven months 
in 1915 and 1916, and of increased op- 
arating costs due to war prices and ‘war 
wages, the tolls and other revenue to 
date (May, 1921) have exceeded by a 
slight margin the cost: of operation and 
maintenance. The »arnings have not 
yet been sufficient to provide for inter- 
est. payments on the capital invested or 
for its amortization; but: from now on, 
unless canal revenues: are reduced : by

H.-N. Pollock, a wealthy captain of 
industry in’ Belfast, might be described 
as the most powerful influence in Ulster 
and the bitterest opponent to separa- 
tion from England. A large importer 
of lumber and interested in keeping Bel- 
fast the financial capital of Ireland, he 
has been for the last six months ad- 
dressing the country in the name of that 
portion of Ulster that wants partition. 
Until recently he believed that Belfast 
would weather the boycttt which the 
Republicans proclaimed, and which has 
had the most ‘powerful effect in bring- 


decide the indtstrial future of the 
northeast corner. He made an ‘appeal 
to Sinn Fein by telling the Republicans 
that the boycott would eventually -hurt 
them, and stated that the shipbuilding 
industry of Belfast in 1919 brought £10,- 
000,000 to the country. The Sinn Feiners 
replied that eggs valued -at £5,000,000 
had been exported in 1919, ‘and that the 
egg industry was of much more benefit 
to the country. The controversy is still 
proceeding, but, as Sir Philip Gibbs stat- 
ed, the boycott of Belfast’s industries 
and banks has seriously handicapped 
the North. 

A. M. ‘Anarews, the Minister of. La- 
bor, is connected with the Belfast ship- 
ping interests. He is a son-of Judge An- 
drews of Belfast. His brother is 
Justice Andrews ‘of the High Court of 
Justice in Dublin. Mr. Andrews was 
very popular as a mediator of labor in 
the North, as was also his brother, whose 
tragic death on the Titanic will be, re- 
memb The. latter was the designer 
of the famous ship on which he met his 
death. When the terrible disaster oc- 
curred he behaved like a man, refusing 
te leave the ship as long as there was 
another to be saved. 

A. E. Archdale,.. Minister of Agri- 
culture in the newly formed Cabinet, is 
M. P, for Fermanagh. He is a Director 
ef-the Irish Horse Show and the Royal 
Dublin Society and is a well-known 
breeder of Smorthorns. 

The young Dand which de Valera has 
called around him are either Ministers 
in His Cabinet or members of the Dail 
Efreann, the Irish Assembly.’ Of these 
Arthur Griffith, the founder of Sinn 
Fein, is the most prominent. Author of 
the ‘“‘ Resurrection of Hungary” ‘and 
other works, he is regarded today as a 
conservative Sinn Feiner, although when 
in. 1905 he propounded the Sinn Fein 
doctrine it startled Ireland as the most 
revolutionary movement in history. The 
policy of noen-resistance to the British 
in Ireland, as, proposed by Griffith in 
1905, is now being worked by. Gandhi ‘in 
India. Arthur Griffith did not believe

that bloodshed was a nécessary part of 


revolution and that a boycott of Eng- 
land and her institutions would bring 
the same_results. He insisted that if 
England, her laws and institutions were 
ignored in Ireland the.British Govern- 
ment must automatically cease to exist. 
In the earlier days of Sinn Fein his, de- 
mand was a return to the ‘‘ Kings, Lords 
and Commons,”’. which was in fact a de- 
mand for a‘repeal of the Act of Union 
of 1800 which deprivéd Ireland of her}. 
Parliament and her last vestige of legis- 
lative government. . Since 1916 he has 
joined hig colleagues in the establish- 
ment of the republic. Griffith is one‘of 
the most brilliant members of the. Dail 
Eireann. He was a great traveler in his 
youth, and at one time’: worked in the 
South African. mines. He has a deep 
knowledge of international questions, 
and is a student of world problems. He 
is known among his followers in Ireland 
as the “silent statesman,’’ a man of 
few words and strong personality. 


Commandant Robert Barton, Minister 
of Agriculture in the Dail, was an offi- 
cer in the British Army until 1916, when 
he resented the action of the British 
Government toward his- fellow-country- 
men after. the rising of Easter week. 
He exchanged his post as Major in the 
British: Army for that of Commandant 
in°the Irish Republican forces, and has 
suffered several’ terms in jail for his 
convictions. Many dramatic escapades 
in his escape from the jails during his 
period ‘‘on the run’’ have covered him 
with a certain romance. He has a fine 
estate. in County Wicklow, and was 
elected as a member of. the Dail from his 
county. 

Lieut. Commander Erskine Childers, 
R. N. V. R., was educated at Trinity 

ollege, Cambridge. He is a member 
of the Dail from Dublin. Mr. Childers 
became interested in the Irish Repub- 
lican movement through his study of the 
Irish co-operative- societies, organized 
by Sir Horace Plunkett and George Rus- 
sell. The problem facing Ireland from 
the agricultural viewpoint seemed ap- 
palling. He is the author of ‘In the 
Ranks of. the C, I. V.,”’ ‘‘The Riddle 
of the Sands,’’ Volume V. of The Times 
“History of the South African War,” 
and ‘“‘ German Influenée on British Cav- 
airy.” His book ‘‘The Framework 
of Home Rule’’ was a suprise to his 
many English friends. Since his writ- 
ing of that book his ideas have gone 
much further, and today he is direct- 
ing the Sinn Fein Land Bank, one) 
of the creations of the Irish Republican 
Government. For the proper working 
of the schemes of land purchase and 
the reimpropriation of the landless men, 
with suitable equipment on the eco- 
nomic holdings, ‘it became necessary to 
institute a national banking system. 

This bank was opened out .of Irish 
governmental funds, and, in spite of the 
constant raids, ‘recently added eight 
branches. Mr. Childers married - the 
daughter of Duncan U. Fletcher, United 
States Senator from Florida. He is at 
present acting as the Secretary. of the 
Irish ‘ delegation London. He. is. @ 
nephew of the Chancellor of the Bx-. 
chequer under Gladstone. . 

Famous Irish Athlete. 

Austin Stack, one of the representa- 
tives of the Irish Republican Army, is a 
famous Irish athlete.

I have found by experience that the 
old pre-war method of giving 10 per 
cent. of the bill in tips is. still the best 
method. In Austria, Germany and Cen-\ 
tral Europe, generally, the guest in 
hotels of restaurants has to tip the 
head waiter, who brings the bill, the 
waiter who serves the meal and the 
boy who brings the wine or other, liquid 
refreshment. Ten marks should be 
divided by giving 5 to the head waiter, 
because he pays the help, 3 to the 
waiter, and 2 to the boy. There is a 
nominal charge made for the music and 
a@ mark or two for the hat check. 

In Vienna the-custom of tipping exists 
in all the public offices, where the at- 
tendants wear frock coats or evening 
dress, according to the rank of ‘the of- 
ficials in the building. Care should be 
taken to avoid tipping Cabinet Minis- 
ters by mistake—although a strangér 
might never: discover his error. The 
depreciation of the currency does. not 
make any difference to the percentage, 
because if the price of a meal has risen 
from 10 to 50 marks, the total tip 
would be 5 marks instead of/1.

** Anybody would be astontihed: ”* said 
the Governor, ‘‘ who, knowing nothing 
about them, would visit the State hos- 
pitals and find out what they are doing 
there in the way of providing comforta- 
ble housing, meals, recreation and en- 
tertainment. I have looked espectally 
carefully into the matter of lack of at- 
tendants, and that is a problem whi 
still remains to be solved. In but few 
institutions have ‘they got the number of 
nurses and the number of attendants 
allowed them by the Legislature. That 
is not because they. do not want them. 
It is because they have not been able 
to get them. Money is not lacking. 


‘As a matter of fact. the appropria- 
tions for food, clothing and. coal for 
the State hospitals are greatly in ex- 
cess of what they can spend this year. 
Appropriations for physicians and at- 
‘téndants, too, allow for more than they 
-are able to get. There are vacancies at 
Manhattan State Hospital on the staff 
of doctors because they cannot get doc- 
tors, and among the nurses because they 
can’t get nurses. In the infirmary there 
we found 600 patients confined to their 
beds with only 20 nurses to take care 
of them. “ 

‘This, by the way, is not true of the 
ex-service men. The 600 patients are 
civil patients.” 

“The question was asked whether the 
lack of attendants was due to insuffi- 
cient salaries, whether if the salaries 
were and the designated number 
of a ants reduced to*make up for 


actually in a larger number of attend- 
ants than now and: attendants of a 
better class than are present in the hos- 
pitals how. 

* “I do not think,” replied the Gov- 
ernor, “that it.is a question of salary 
at all.

FEW days ago there died fn a 

London poorhouse a man who 

might be called in gentle par- 

lance a past master at ‘ kid- 

ding ’’ the world along. Bach 
generation considers itself wiser than 
the last, but the hoax goes on forever. 
A hoax may be ‘anything from a mean 
trick to a gorgeous swindle, and it ig not 
only those, one of whom is born every 
minute, that get fooled. For Louis de 
Rougemont, Known to the poorhouse au~ 
thorities as Louis Redmond, put his im- 
agination to a different use from that 
of Dickens and paid the consequences. 
Dickens is an’ immortal novelist, but de 
Rougemont, who might otherwise have 
died a wealthy, perhaps an immortal, 
writer made the. one mistake of pre- 
senting his. particular fiction as truth, 
and the world judges harshly of those 
who trifle -with its credulity. 

It was in 1898 that the ‘Wide World 
Magazine announced with pride the se- 
rial publication of **‘The Amazing Ad- 
ventures of Louis. de Rougemont’’ as 
told by: himself. He had arrived in Lion- 
don on board a ship straight from: New 
Zealand, and he talked with conviction, 


His story makes as good reading today 
in the old files of that magazine, with 
its photegraphs of the author and its 
vivid illustrations of his escapades, as 
it did im the days when it thrilled many 
an English — fireside.

HE third world congress of, the 
Communist International ended 
its session ‘in Moscow "several 
days ago with’ a re-election of 
Gregory Zinoviev as the Prest- 
‘dent of its Executive Committee, But 
private advices from Soviet Russia in- 
dicate that Leon Trotzky is to be the 
real guiding spirit of the “International. 
It is asserted in the Communist circles 
that the International is now bound to 
be a ‘more militgnt organization than 
‘pefore and needs,'Trotzky’s military ex- 
perience in addition to Zinoviev’s prop- 
agandist powers for the success of its 
work. Trotzky’s active participation in 
the affairs of the cengress, in compari- 
son with his almost complete retire- 
ment and neutrality at the Tenth All- 
Russian Congress of' the Communist 
Party last Spring and in the subse- 
quent part conferences, lends very 
strong support to the view that the 
‘““ Soviet War Lord ’” is really to be the 
active head of the-‘‘ General Staff of 
the World Revolution,’’ as the Third 
International has been styled by its 
leaders. 

In this diversion of Trotzky's energies 
to the work of the International and in 
the still more recently reported re- 
mobilization of the Soviet forces, the 
Soviet leaders may find at least a tem- 
porary solution of a problem that has 
bothered them a great deal. The prob- 
lem has been ag te what should be done 
with Trotzky. - The importance of this 
problem lies. both in: Trotzky’s personal 
characteristics and in the genera] situ- 
ation, while its difficulties have been 
particularly acute for Lenin, who, as 
never before, now plays a completely 
dominating réle in the Cenmauniat af- 
fairs. 

In some regards Trotzky is the great- 
est asset of the communist forces. He 
is. the driving power of the Soviet ré- 
gime, its best organizer on a large scale, 
its most fearless disciplinarian. But he 
is also an asset that is very difficult to 
handle. It is organically impossible for 
him to-occupy~a secondary position, to

As a result of this there grew up a 
strong opposition to Trotzky’s economic 
‘methods, with the result. that he was 
forced to give up the Commissariat of 
Transportation. 


But the matter went further than that. 
A’ controversy of very serious nature 
grew out of the application of the sys- 
tem of militarization, concerned particu- 
larly with the status of the trade 
unions. This controversy was the chan- 
nel, though, of course, not the cause, 
threugh which a very decisive disagree- 
ment on economic policy sprang into ex- 
istence between Lenin and Trotzky. It 
has resulted in a complete defeat for 
Trotzky and victory for Lenin. But it 
has also hrought about the problem of 
what is to be done with Trotzky.

This is the sccond of two articles by 
Bir. Bonsal on, Mexico, in which ‘he 
treats of education as the fundamental 
problem of that country.

~4HE most discouraging feature of 
the \problem Of education ih 
Mexico is that some of the edu- 
cationalists there who ten years 
ago were as much in favor of 
the then revolutionary program of 
‘Free Lands and Free Education ’’ 
as were Vasquez Gomez, or Madero 
himself, are not. of that. opinion: now. 
They have become discouraged, and are 
not at all sure that the course they 
Pursued was the best adapted to obtain 
Peace and prosperity in their war- 
devastated country. I do not here refer 
in the least to the cultivated or even 
to the-cultured people of ‘Mexico, They 
have in one way or another heen 
despoiled by the revolution, and their 
judgment in such matters is, naturally 
enough, generally colored by the par- 
tisanship resulting from their regrettable 
personal experiences and the. injus- 
tice with which they as a rule have 
been dealt with. The opinion is not 
widely disseminated, but. it is there, 
that education is not a panacea for 
Mexico’s troubles; on the contrary, in 
whispers, it is suggested that the super- 
ficial. education that has been attempted 
here and there and intermittently ap- 
plied, as it were, has been an addi- 
tional cause of the popular. unrest. 


Ido not feel at’ liberty to suppress 
or even overlook.this feeling. It is a 
natural result, I suppose, of the high 
hopes of a. decade ago which have only 
been realized imperfectly or not at all. 
@ shall ty erely to state the point. 
of view wt the Mexican leader whose 
sincerity is not to be questioned, ana

tional uplift of his people. I donor 
mention his name, as it would be in-

to give him a complete primary educa- 
tion and then open up to him not only 
the vistas but the careers which such 
an educatiofYV demands. Otherwise—well, 
even in the United States, where they 
know so little of the Mexican situation, 
they know how often in the last ten 
years many groups of our unfortunate 
people have been led away by these In- 
dian leaders with their half-baked 
minds, their unmeasured enthusiasms, 
unenlightened by knowledge, /expérience 
and practical training in the handling 
of democratic institutions. | 

In the Days of Diaz. ’ 
r ‘‘ No, the only thing for the Govern- 
ment to do with’ our limited means is 
to pick out each year three or even four 
hundred youngsters who show an ap- 
preciation .of the meagre ‘educational 
facilities we are able to offer and send 
them to the technical schools of the 
United States, the Government paying 
their expenses,’’ 

The objection- which I advanced to 
this plan—that it would form an aris- 
tocracy of education which would result 
in a monopoly of opportunity, as it did 
in the days of Diaz—did not shake my 
friend's opinion. There are also people 
in other classes (and I do not refer here 
to the groups of more or less wild In- 
dians who in any event will have to be 
caught and tamed); no, in classes where 
you would think it least likely to lodge, 
doubt as to the efficacy of education 
has taken fast hold, and’ it will be hard 
to overcome it. 

Let me give another example. A friend 
of mine who.had been faithfully served 
by a very self-respecting couple of mez- 
tizos. for a number of years thought to 
reward them when their eldest _ son 
reached school age by announcing that 
from pow on he would defray the ex- 
penses of the boy’s education and 
would, if he showed ability, see him 
through college. To my friend’s amaze- 
ment, while his great kindness was 
gratefully - acknowledged, the couple 
asked for time to talk the matter over 
in family council, and a week later they 
announced the decision which had “ap- 
parently been unanimously reached, It 
was that it would be better for the boy 
and would make for his happiness if he 
received no education at all! 

To understand the present educational 
situation, a glance, howevel’ hurried in, 
historical retrospect, is clearly necessary. 
For weal or woe the wars of the Reform 
took away from the Church not only 
all control but’ all participation in edu- 
cational, matters beim + so of.the most 
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always a practical menace, and he had 
served through many administrations 
before he realized the even greater dan- 
ger that he and his people were exposed 
to from the growing powers of ig- 
norance. 


When he attacked the great task Diaz 
found naturally enough that he had 
nothing to build upon. What Humboldt 
could say. with some suggestion of flat- 
tery, but also with a stratum of truth, in 
1824, ‘‘ No cittes of the new continent, 
not excepting those of the United States, 
present scientific establishments so great 
or so solid as those of the capital of 
Mexico,’’ could not be repeated in 1884, 
However, Diaz attacked the crushing 
problem gallantly according to-his lights. 
Laws were enacted in 1888, to be put into 
full’ effect gqnly in 1896, making ele- 
mentary education compulsory and. or- 
dering the establishment of at least one 
public school throughout the republic for 
every 4,000 inhabitants. In 1890 Diaz 
compelled Congress to appropriate 4,000,- 
000 pesos to defray the expenses of his 
educational campaign for the year., Of 
‘course the purchase power “of the peso 
in Mexico was four times. then what it is 
now, but, leaving this factor out.of con- 
sideration, it is only fair to state that 
none of the Governments resulting from 
the revolution ‘has ever expended for 
educational purposes-half this amount, 
although during the period of the World 
War and the high prices for Mexican 
products, those portions of Mexican ter- 
ritory over which Carranza had effective 
control paid into the Treasury. double 
the sum that was ever received by the 
Diaz Treasury, =, ~ , 

New Secretary of Education, 

In Vasconcellos’ we. have an unusual 
man. It would be'to no purpose to fol- 
low hig devious’ political course through- 
out the last. ten years of strife and con- 
fusion. It is enough to say he retains 
in a large measure the confidence of 
the! best classes in Mexico and that he 
can count on their support. . Of course 
his personal creed is radiantly red, oth- 
orwise,today Calles and de la Huerta 
would not be Mis sponsors, but he is’ a} 
believér in education as the only possible 
way of bringing Mexico out’ of the mire,, 
part. medieval and part Muscovite ‘and 
modern. in which it/flounders today.

‘* If the report the cost of maintenance 
is quétéd at abdGut 93 ééhts, and I assuine 
that is céfréét as fat as it foés.

\ Mr.. Voorhis is proud of the fact that 
his forty-one predecessors in the office 
of Grand Sachem included many men of 
‘prominence in the history of the city. 

Since January, 1918, Mr. Voorhis. has 
been one of the two Democratic Com- 
missioners of the Board of Elections. 
Since 1911 he has been the Grand Sa- 
chem of the Tammany Society. 


Mr. Voorhis was brought to New York 
when a year old, having been born at 
Pompton Plains, N. J: ‘Since 1830 his 
homes have been moat of the time in the 
Greenwich Village neighborhood, on 
King Street, Sullivan Street, Cornelia 
Street and Greenwich. Street. At the 
age of 5 he was sent to a “select 
school.’’ on Spring Street, ‘opposite Mac- 
dougal Street, and his education con- 
tinued ‘until he was 13. Then he went 
into a law office, at a salary of $1 a 
week, later increased to $1.25. After 
two years he was apprenticed to a car- 
penter. lLater_he took up a speciai 
branch of carpenter work, namely, the 
building of stairs, and at times had as 
many as a hundred men in his employ. 
As a boy he recalls the great Wall 
Street fire, which destroyed $10,000,000 
of property. a - 

One question put to Commissioner 
Voorhis was: ‘‘ Among the thousands

of persons you have known, who was 
‘the most interesting? ’* 

He thought for: a moment, and then 
said: 

‘* That -is rather a Poem one. to an- 
swer offhand. The most conscientious. 
official I ever came in touch with was. 
Mayor Edward Cooper. He was in- 
clined to look on both ‘sides of any 
matter presented to him more carefully 
than any one'else.' I had great ‘admira- 
tion for this quality in him. In. reply 
to the question you have asked, I would 
say, without much reflection, that the 
most interesting character I have ever 
known was George Ojibway, an Indian 
chief, I think of the Chippewas. When 
I was about 25 I heard him make an 
address at the old Knickerbocker Hall, 
at Highth Avenue and Twenty-third 
Street, where a meeting was held .to 
discuss some matters relating to that 
section of the city. He spoke English 
fluently. Afterward I met him, and I 
well recali the wonderful lan uage in 
which he @escribed a dream he had; 
it was truly marvetous word-painting. 
I wish I had written it down at the 
time, so that I could give. you .a real 
impression of. it.’’ 

In_ connection with' this matter, Mr. 
Voorhis mentioned a most interesting 
conversation with the present wife, cf 
Richard Croker, whose mother was an 
Indian woman. He was amazed, he said, 
at. her wide information ahd the. graphic 

in which she expressed her thoughts 

Among his 
recollantiogst of politics in the old 7m 
Mr. Voorhis mentioned the fight in 
which Henry D. Purroy engaged with 
one Jones at a Democratic convention

‘Mrs. Voorthis died four years ago. 
They had Hved together for sixty-five 
years, most of the time, from 1865 on, 
at 786 Greenwich Street, in a house

To the Editor of The New York Times: 


I ‘had in Petrograd, Russia, a friend 
who occupied an important post in the 
official world and with whom I kept 
up a regular correspondence for over ten 
years. As I had not heard from him 
during the last four years, in spite of all 
my efforts to’ reach him by letters, I 
concluded that somehow he did not exist 
any more. However, a few days ago, to 
my great and pleasant surprise, I re- 
ceived a letter from him, though written 
in the Bolshevist orthography, for which 
he begged to be excused, saying that he 
(was accustomed to it already. By the 
way, the Bolshevist orthography is what 
formerly was considered. the spelling of 
an uneducated person. 


My friend,| who formerly. was a. well- 
to-do man, says that all his money to 
the last copeck was‘taken from him and 
that he and his wife supported their 
miserable existence by selling and ex- 
changing their things: dresses, clothes 
and furniture. It appears, then, that in 
Petrograd if all money was confiscated 
the things were left in‘the hands of 
their proprietors, as it was in the case 
I heard from other towns 
that both money and things were merci- 
lessly appropriated by. those connected 
with Bolshevist authorities. 

Because in Winter water pipes burst 
it was possible to live only in the rooms 


having no pipes.. And it was necessary 
to carry water from the. .Neva River. 
One can inagine cleanliness unde? such 
conditions. , 

No books and no journals are nowadays 
printed except a few Bolshevist' sheets. 
My friend says that no details of their 
life can be given in view of the censor. 
However, he expressed a firm hope that 
in the near future we should meet 
again. This statement is significant. 
For; as it is well known, no educated 
Russians ndét identified with the Bol- 
sheviki are permitted to go abroad. 
Then a radical change in this respect 
is expected. 

I learn from other sources -that civi- 
Bzation is altogether ruined in Russia 
and that the people have returned to 
the primitive state of barbarism; that 
property rights are now ignored com- 
pletely. ‘‘ Take whatever you can,’ that 
is the rule ‘in' Russia of today. Of the 
maxim ‘ Live and let live’’ they now 
observe only thé first. part, “ Live,” for 
it is quite impossible for them to think 
of others. In their condition of’ utter 
despair they mind only the cry: ‘ Bave 
oneself who can!” 


A Russian went to see his friend, but 
did not find him at home. There was 
only a cat, and the unscrupulous friend 
instantly appropriated that cat for his 
dinner. This is a vivid illustration of 
the miserable Russian reality of to-

Kemal, be- 
cause there is:no such thing as Young 
Turkey. The writer makes the burden 
of his message the assertion- that ‘‘ If 
an enduring peace is ever.to be: rebuilt 
in the Near Est | its foundation must be 
the Tur As a.matter of fact, for 
500 years ‘the Turk has been the founda- 
tion of all attempts at establishing law 
and. order in the Near. East and . the 
experiment with the Turk: in. good gov- 
‘}ernment has been a: miserable failure. 
It is folly to try. over an experiment 
which has cost already so much to the 
world at large... Mr. Clemenceau, speak- 
ing for the Council of the allied and 
associated powers, in reply to Damad 
Firid Pasha in June, 1919, said: ‘‘ It 
cannot admit that among the qualities 
of the Turkish ‘people is to be counted 
capacity to rule‘ovyer alien races.. The 
experiment has been: tried: too long and 
too often for. there to be the least doubt 
as to its result.*”: 

The ..writer *seéms to forget that the 
Near Eastern problem: is a creation of 
the Turk. The stupidity, the fanaticism, 
the incapacity. and the barbarism of the 
Turk have given birth to ‘the problem of 
the Near Hast..- It was.not a campaign 
of hate: onthe part of the»Christian 

Vest which has ‘reduced.the Near Bast 
to the most. ghastly mess today, but it 
was the: young. Turks who, finding them- 
selves frée‘during. the war from the re- 
straining: influence of the Western pow- 
ers, made -.a.thorough application of 
their theory. of-government to the solu- 
ion of the Near. HKastern problem., By 
wholesale massacre, plunder and de- 
portation of the :Armenians and other 
Christian races they attempted to as- 
sure Turkey, for.the Turks and thus, 
once for all, .toisolve the problem of the 
Near East. by. ending it. 

If the Westerii’ powers in their dealing 
with the Turks have committed a sin 
their sin has not beén Turk-hating} as 
your correspondent wouldgike us to be- 
Heve, but rather their sin has been one 
of too much leniency and compromise. 
For 500 years the Turk has found it a 
profitable profession to massacre the 
Christian\subject races, to plunder their 
property and to’ violate their honor. His 
government has encouraged it, his re- 
ligion has inspired it; he has never been 
called to task for his barbarism. 

European intrigues in Constantinople, 
instead of strangling the Turk, as your 
‘correspondent alleges, have been chiefly 
the power that has maintained the rule 
of the Sick Man of -Europe.’ But for 
the same spirit of intrigue and jealousy 
which once more is dominating the Al- 
lies today, after three years since the 
signing of the armistice, the Turk would 
not have been a menace still to the 
peace of the world and continuing his 
Tule of terrorism in Asia Minor, under 
the high-sounding, name of ‘‘ National- 


ism.’’ There is nothing miraculous about: 


the rise of the so-called Angora -Gov- 
ernment. But for the active assistance 
of Italy and the connivance of France 
and the failure of the Allies as a whole 
to enforce the terms of the armistice, 
there would have been, no\ Angora Gov- 
ernment, -and the Near East would have 
been as quiet and peaceful now as the 
Rhineland. The old creditors of Tur- 
key, the European bankers, well in- 
trenched-in the foréign offices of Eu- 
rope, are using their strong influence to 
maintain the Turkish rule. These mod- 
ern Shylocks are more interested in 
making / their financial claims safe and 
in securing for themselves a larger free- 
dom in furthey exploitation of the nat- 
ural resources of Turkey than for the 
emancipation of the downtrodden Chris- 
tian races under the Turkish yoke. Your 
correspondent himself admits that ‘‘ the 
deportations cost an ocean of Armenian 
blood and that they were ordered by the 
Turkish Government in Constantinople.” 
But he seems to forget to mention also 
that over 30,000 Armenians have been 
killed ‘by the murderous bands of Mus- 
tapha Kemal in Marash, Hadjin and in 
other districts of Cilicia. The Armenians

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Paris Crowds Sweep Police Aside 3 
To Welcome Georges on Arrival Home 





PARIS, July 23.—Georges Carpentier, 
apparently more than ever the idol of 
the French sporting public because of his 
gallant if unsuccessful attempt to cap- 
ture the world’s heavyweight champion- 
ship, was given a hero’s reception upon 
hig arrival. in Paris at noon today from 
the United States. 

The, St. Lazare railway station at 
which the French boxer’s train pulled 
in was crowded with his admirers and 
as Carpentier appeared, palpably sur- 
prised by the enthusiasm of his recep- 
tion and affected almost to tears, he 
was captured by the surging crowd and 
borne against his will through the side 
door of the station and along the Rue 
Londres. 

Meanwhile the chow which had waited 
outside the station, not knowing their 
favorite had made his exit through an- 
other. than the main door, pushed and 
jammed about the building for nearly 
half ah hour after his departure, clog- 
ging the thoroughfares in the vicinity 
and dispersing‘ only when the news 
Spread that Carpentier had come and 
gone, 


/ 


That part of the crowd which had’ 
gained possession “of Carpentier and 
with shouts of ‘‘ Carry him in triumph,” 
had borne him ‘to the. street, swept 
aside the police line and rushed along 
the thoroughfares. Several doors and 
windows in the neighborhood were 
crushed in by the pressure of the 
throng, which choked the streets from 
building to building. 

Police reinforcements finally fought 
their way to the centre of the crowd 
and asked Carpentier politely to make 
the rest of his journey home in a taxi- 
cab the police had brought, so that the 
crowd would disperse. 

Carpentier arrived at Havre last night 
from New York with the intention of 
“spending “s¢veral weeks in France be- 
fore again visiting the United .States 
early next Fall. 

In an interview shortly after he 
landed, Carpentier declared: that he con- 


sidered Jack Dempsey, world’s hea 
weight boxing champion, unqueéestionab y 
the best fighter of the present day, 
said that he thought the heavyweight 
title would be safe in Dempsey’ s hands 
for four or five years.

Eligible for Saratoga Handicap. 


Purchase and Eternal are both eligible 
for the Saratoga Handicap, which will 
be run on the-opening day of the meet- 
ing and they will enrich an otherwise 
crack field. Against them .will be 
pitted John P. Grier, the best of the 
older horses in the stable of H: P. 
Whitney; Exterminator, Audacious, 
Mad Hatter, Yellow Hand, Best Pal, 
recent conqueror of Exterminator, and 
possibly: Grey Lag, though the last 
named may be reserved for some of 
the three-year-old events. , This will 
undoubtedly be the strongest field that 
has faced’ -the barrier anywhere this 
year. Purchase was the winner of the 
race two years ago when he was a 
three-year-old. Last. year it was won 
by Sir Barton. It will be interesting to 
note the assignment of weights for the 
race. by Mr. Vosburgh, the . official 
handicapper. It seems probable. that 
Purchase will head the list. 

There has been a tendency to consider 
the three-year-old championships al- 
ready settled; with Grey Lag 
titleholder The Star Shoot colt. has 
cone more than .any other horse of 
his age so far this season, and is 
entitled to all the credit he has re- 
ceived. But the title is hardly his yet. 
He has still to meet Black Servant, the

Needs $12,000,000 to Electrify Road 
From Santiago to Valparaiso. 


It was learned yesterday that banks 
in the financial district which formerly 
belonged to the socalled South Ameri- 
can banking group were considering a 
loan to the Chilean Government for the 
purpose of financing the country’s pro- 
posed electrification of the State rail- 
way from Santiago to Valparaiso.

“Heads of financial institutions which. 
handled the recent reparation payments 
from Germany to England and France, 
and which, in New York, amounted to 
0,000,000, yesterday. strongly denied 
that they had been rebuked by the Gov- 
ernment for the wide fluctuations ‘in 
exchange which occured coincident with 
the payments. According to: reports, the 
Goyernment,: realizing that damage had 
been done t6 import and ‘export trade 
by wide flhictuations.in exchange, had 
taken steps’ to stop speculation. 
“Although” none of the. bankers who 
handled the reparations credits here 
would talk for. publication yesterday,’ 
they characterized the reports as ‘‘ abso- 
lutely untrue. and that they display 
ignorance-as to the-manner ir which 
the reparation payments were made.’’ 
They’ point out that they merely acted 


‘as agents in this country for the Reischs- 


bank, and that the payments made were 
no different from any commercial trans- 
‘action, -They simply received funds 
from: abroad, they say, with instructions 
from the German Government to hold it 
in reserve, and on certain days 2 
ceived additional instructions to pay c 
tain slimis to the Federal Reservé Bank 
to be credited to the account of the 
Bank of England and the Bank of 
France. 

‘“We were merely the third party to 
the transaction,’’ said one of the bankers 
yesterday. ‘‘ We cannot be accused of 
manipulation of the exchanges, for, even 
had we a desire to do so, jt would have 
been impossible. The credits were sent 
to us as bankers. On instructions we 
forwarded our checks to the Federal Re- 
serve Bank. There our instructions 
stopped and there we stopped.’”’ 

The occasiéns on which the exchange 
dropped. violently and on which the. re- 
ports,of a rebuke to bankers here by 
the Government, were based, occurred 
on’:May 31 and June 7,, On May 31, 
$85,733,000 was paid oyer by four in- 
ternational banks of.

Just prior to the days. on which these 
payménts were made all foreign ex- 
changes- rocked violently, with sterling, 
francs, lire, guilders and marks. show- 
ing heavy losses, and the dollar, as 
raeasured tn terms of thege currencies, 
recording a sharp advance abroad. This 
was. occasioned, it has been. believed, 
by u» sale of. the exchanges abroad by 
Germany, with the coincident purchase 
of dollars to meet. the payment. This 
is the explanation bankers. give and it 
is generally accepted in the financial 
district as the correct one.

Executives of the Netherlands Bank 
hold the view that currency rates are 
det ed largely; not by the relation 
of one country toward another, Dut b;

The Netherlands Bank has this to 
bay: “While the canceling of payments 
from one Government to another might 

considered in the mutual interests 
of the countries concerned, it might not 
be so in the case of individual Améri- 
can creditors as against 
debtors of European countries. Ameri- 
can exporters were being pressed by 
their own banks for payment against 
credits extended them, and were, there- 
fore, obliged to demand credit or their 
payment by their foreign customers. 
Europe, however, did not have suf- 
ficient means to pay. There being no 
let-up in the demands, the inevitable re- 
sult was the rise of the American ‘ol- 
lar out of all pro ions. This abnor- 
mal position of the American dollar 
made it still more difficult for Buro- 
peans to meet their demands.

GERMANY TO EXPORT 
MORE; IMPORT LESS 


Some Banks Declare Whole Ego- 
nomic Stracture Must Be Re- 
vised to Maintain Trade. 


Some German banks are disposed to 
take a particularly gloomy view of eco- 
nomic conditions in Germany, in view 
of the reparation payments and the tre- 
mendous inflation of the country's cur- 
rency. One of these—the Direction Der 
Disconto-Gesellschaft of Berlin—declares 
that eeconomic conditions within th 
country are in an extremely bad way. 
“Particular endeavors will have to be 
concentrated on finding means to give 
our country an active trade balance 
again,’’ declares the bank, and adds that 

if this is to be done, exports must be 
nett and, at the same time, imports 
must be decreased. 

**The possible increase for exports 
will to a large extent depend on the 

‘sanctions’ being withdrawn,'’ con- 
tinues the bank. ‘‘ A further essential 
condition is the supply of coal being |}.

There has been a strong’ revival of 
speculative activity. in Harlem during 
the past week”or tén days, during which 
a number of large apartments have 
changed ownership and several 
have ‘been closed aggregating many 
milljons of dollars. 

By far the largest transaétion of the 
past week ‘was the leasing of the block 
front on the west side of Lenox Ave- 
nué, between 124th and 125th Streets, by 
the United Cigar Stores Company, to a 
syndicate headed by Louis Sperling.

OWNERS MUST REGISTER. 


Tenement: House Law Amended to 
Cover Owners’ Lessees and Agents. 


The Tenement House Commissioner 
has called attention to the fact that 
Section 140 of gre Tenement House law, 
providing for the registry of owner’s 
Name, has been amended so as to re- 
quire: 

‘* Every. owner, }essee, gent. or other 
person having control of a tenement 
house, to file with the Tenement House 
Department a notice . containing his 
name and address and a description of 
the property, by street number or other- 
wise, as the case may be, in such man- 
ner as will enable the department 
charged with the enforcement of. this 
chapter easily to gind the same; also 
the number -of apartments in each 
house, the number of fooms in each 
apartment, and the numbér of families 
occupying the apartments. In case of a 
transfer the new owner, lessee, agent 
or other person having control shall 
file in the Tenement House Department 
the. same registration. In case of, the 
devolution of the property by will it 
shall be the duty of the executor and 
the devisee, or the heirs, or the guard- 
fans of ‘such heirs, or the administrator, 
to file in said department a notice, 


and the. names of those who have suc- 
ceeded to his interest in-said property.’” 
‘Gemmissioner Mann says: ‘* The lar 
is mandatory and must be complied 
with under penalty of being subject to 
a fine, of $50, as provided by Section 
124 of the Tenement House law. I 
might add that this fine is not dis- 
cretionary, but also mandatory, and 
cannot be diminished or suspended by a 
Magistrate.
